. cil last evening by E. B. Williams, on

end. Mr, Williams stated that while 
he didnot heve am expert’s figures 
on the question, he believed a high- 
' level bridge aeross the river from the 
foot Cameron. street. would be 
cheaper than the proposed central 
= bridge and-would serve a great num 
- ber of people. It would give farmers

cess to the city. <A belt line of the 


street railway system could be estab- 
lished with the present line, and as 
this would be a real high-level bridge 
it would not require more than half 
of the present power needed to operate 
cars. between the two cities.

He asked that before the Seventh 
street ibridge idea wis gone ahead 
with’ that time be given those favoring 
the east-end high-level bridge to secure 
data and to present the same to ‘he 
couneil’ This permission’ was grant- 
ed, and in the meantime the council 
will meet Strathcona and discuss tire 
central bridge idea. 

Farmers Want. Market Days. 

With the approach of spring the 
city. couneil will take up once more 
the question of the erection of @ suit- 
able market byilding in Edmonton. 
The public works committee have the 
matter in hand and will probably sub- 


mit’ plans and recommend to the 
council a course of action in the near 
future. This question was brought 
onee more to the ‘atiention of tie 


council last evening by the presenta- 
tion of a resolution passed by the 
Edmonton local union of the United 
Farmers of Alberta. 

In this resolution they asked the 
city council to consider the erection 
of a suitable market building and to 
pass a by-law setting aside iwo davs 
each week as reguiar market days, 
the idea being that farmers and ¢ thers, 
upon the payment o. a amall fee, 
should ‘be entitled to sell their pro- 
duce on the market. They suggested 
that Tuesdays and Saturdays, from 
& aan, to 5 p.m., would de suitable 
market days. The suggestions were 
referred to the public works ¢om- 
mittee. ;
